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‘Wisconsin, all taxes and assignments levied and
unpaid, expenses of the assignment, and execut-
ing the trust.

CHAPTER 49.:

AN ACT relating to the preservation of fish in
Little Muskego Lake, Waukesha county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. It shall be unlawful for any person preservation ot
or persons to take, catch, kill, or in any way or e ', M
manner destroy any kind of fish in Little Muskego
Lake, Waukesha county, in any way or manner,
except with hook and line.

SecTION 2. No person or persons shall take any cioee time.
fish from, or in said lake, with any device what-
ever, from the fifteenth day in January to the
first day of May in any year.

SEcTION 3. Any person or persons violating the penaity for
provisions of this act, or any of them, shall be viaton
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction
thereof, be subject to a fine, not less than five, nor
more than fifty dollars, fogether with the cost of
prosecution, for each and every such violation.
Justices of the peace shall have jurisdiction to
hear, iry and determine all cases and actions aris-
ing under the provisions of this act, and upon the
collection of any fine imposed by virtue of this
act, one-half of the amount of such fine shall be
paid to the complainant in the case and the re-
mainder shall be paid into the county treasury to
be disposed of according to law.

SEcTiON (4). This act shall take effect and bein
force from and after its passage and publication.
